OREGON— Salary in creases giv en high­ 
way dep artmen t emp lo y es Oct. 1 were v eto ed 
Mo n day by Ogle Co u n ty Bo ard members 
amidst what was termed a threat fro m Co u n ­ 
ty Highway Su p t. R. E. “Rags” Erikso n o f 
cu rtailmen t o f sn o w remo v al serv ice in the 
win ter mo n ths. 
The v o te to can cel the eight p er cen t salary 
in crease came n ear the co n clu sio n o f bu dget 
talks an d fo llo wed a heated debate between 
Erikso n an d the bo ard. 
Ten tativ e ap p ro v al was giv en to a $3.1 mil­ 
lio n bu dget, an in crease o f $19,831 o v er the 
1974-75 do cu men t. An acco mp an y in g tax lev y 
sho ws an in crease, o v er last y ear, o f $179,5 25 . 
Bo th items are slated fo r fu rther discu ssio n 
an d a v o te du rin g a sp ecial bo ard meetin g 
called fo r No v . 26. 
Altho u gh n o in creases were giv en an y em­ 
p lo y es, Claren ce Ho ffman , District 1, Fin an ce 
Co mmittee chairman , said the lev y was in ­ 
creased to co v er p o ssible raises fo r emp lo y es 
later in the y ear if tax mo n ey is av ailable. 
Ho ffman said the bo ard will take u p the q u es­ 
tio n o f salary in creases in May o r Ju n e. . 
After elimin atin g two fu ll-time co u rtho u se 
p o sitio n s, a co u rt bailiff an d a jan ito r, in the 
mo rn in g sessio n , the bo ard co n tin u ed its p ar­ 
in g o f the bu dget by lo p p in g o ff the law library 
fu n d co mp letely an d v o tin g to disco n tin u e 
p u blicatio n o f co u n ty bo ard min u tes in area 
n ewsp ap ers at a co mbin ed sav in gs o f $9,000. 
The law library , lo cated in the third flo o r 
o f the co u rtho u se, is u sed as a referen ce area 
fo r v isitin g lawy ers. Fin ch claimed the bo ard 
has n o co n tro l o v er what bo o ks are taken 
fro m the library —“these lawy ers make go o d 
mo n ey . Let them bu y their o wn bo o ks,” he 


main tain ed. 
It was Fin ch who earlier called o n the 
bo ard to ho ld the lin e o n bu dget items, say in g 
“We can n o lo n ger affo rd to be a ru bber 
stamp agen cy —the mo n ey ju st isn ’t there.” 
On e half-time p o sitio n was added to the. 
bu dget o n a req u est fro m Ro bert Tro o p , su ­ 
p erv iso r o f assessmen ts. Tro o p asked fo r a 
fu ll-time p o sitio n to rep lace a p art-time clerk 
in his o ffice to keep u p with the in creased 
wo rk lo ad.” 
At the co n clu sio n o f discu ssio n o n the gen ­ 
eral fu n d Fin ch called o n Erikso n an d asked 


Co u n ty Clerk Helv ie Wo o din g q u izzed 
Erikso n . “Yo u say y o u r p eo p le aren ’t the 
same as the co u rtho u se (p erso n n el) bu t y et 
y o u hav e a clerk o u t there do in g the same as 
o u r clerks an d y o u in creased her salary .” 
Erikso n main tain ed her salary was in creased 
“becau se the o ther highway dep artmen t em­ 
p lo y es’ were.” 
Jerry Daws, District 4, jo in ed the debate 
askin g ho w the Co u rtho u se emp lo y es can be 
ex p ected to wo rk with n o in crease when the 
highway dep artmen t wo rkers go t raises. 
Erikso n resp o n ded: “That’s the p o o rest

“Are y o u willin g to fo llo w su it with the rest o f 
the co u n ty an d take n o in crease fo r the high­ 
way dep artmen t?” 
Erikso n reto rted: “We adju st o u r salaries 
in Ap ril an d in Octo ber an d I in creased 
salaries eight p er cen t o n Oct. 1—y o u can ’t 
co mp are my wo rkers with Co u rtho u se em­ 
p lo y es—we hav e o u r o wn lev ies an d bu dget 
an d we liv e within it.” Fin ch again asked 
“Then y o u do n o t wish to go alo n g with u s?” 
Erickso n rellied “the raises were retro ac­ 
tiv e—what do y o u wan t me to do take the 
mo n ey away fro m them?” 


p lace to sav e mo n ey . . . y o u ’re p en alizin g my 
men becau se y o u can ’t giv e the o thers an in ­ 
crease . . . If y o u had it (mo n ey ) y o u ’d giv e 
them in creases.” In fu rther su bstan tiatin g 
the in creases giv en , Erikso n ex p lain ed the 
co u n ty p o rtio n o f the tax bill amo u n ts “to o n ly 
10 p er cen t o f the to tal bill an d these raises 
do n ’t add u p to mu ch.” 
Erikso n was asked to co n sider a fiv e p er 
cen t in crease. He fired back “It isn ’t that we 
do n ’t hav e the mo n ey .” 
Charles Lamb, District 3, stated “What 
y o u ’re say in g is the bo ard has n o say —o n ly 


ap p ro v al o f y o u r lev y —an d y o u can giv e the 
raises if y o u wan t.” 
With that Fin ch declared “Gen tlemen we 
hav e reached an imp asse—do we wan t to cu t 
back the lev y ?” Nex t a mo tio n came fro m 
Do n Tay lo r, District 2, to cu t the Highway 
Fu n d lev y by $15 ,300, the estimated amo u n t o f 
the in creases. Befo re the mo tio n co u ld be 
v o ted, Ho ffman tacked o n an amen dmen t to 
tran sfer the fu n ds to the Ro ad an d Bridge 
Co n stru ctio n Fu n d. 
Befo re v o tin g o n the measu re Fin ch wan t­ 
ed assu ran ce Erikso n co u ld n o t tran sfer the 
mo n ey back to the Highway Fu n d an d keep 
the raises. 
Erikso n sto o d u p an d claimed it was the 
Ro ad an d Bridge Co mmittee that ap p ro v ed 
the raises . . . “an d if they say n o raise n ex t 
y ear that’s the way it will be.” 
It was men tio n ed Tay lo r’s mo tio n to re­ 
du ce the lev y wo u ld take away an y chan ce o f 
a raise in mid-y ear an d to that Erikso n ex ­ 
p o u n ded, “Thin k o f what y o u r actio n is go in g 
to mean , gen tlemen , when y o u hav e a big 
sn o wsto rm this win ter.” Fin ch in terru p ted: 
“Yo u mean y o u ’re n o t go in g to p lo w the 
sn o w?” Erikso n rep lied. “Gen tlemen , these 
are go o d men an d they hav e to wo rk all ho u rs 
o f the n ight.” 
Tay lo r chan ged his o rigin al mo tio n an d 
asked the bo ard to disallo w the salary in ­ 
creases effectiv e with the n ex t p ay ro ll. That 
mo tio n carried 16-4. The emp lo y es hav e re­ 
ceiv ed two checks with the in crease in clu ded. 
Ho ffman estimated the raises, if giv en 
co u n ty emp lo y es in Ju n e, will be six p er cen t. 
By n o t makin g the in crease retro activ e, the 
effectiv e p ercen tage o f the raise fo r the re­ 
main der o f the y ear will be three p er cen t.

Bu ms to ld a meetin g o f the 
Ho u se Rep u blican Co n feren ce 
that he is p ro bably clo ser n o w 
than ev er befo re to feelin g fed­ 
eral help will be n eeded fo r the 
n atio n ’s largest city , bu t tjiat 
he still has n o t co n clu ded help 
is n ecessary . 
Bu ms also said he was 
p leased to learn New Yo rk 
CJo v . Hu gh Carey has decided 
to in crease tax es to help with 
state an d city fin an cial p ro b­ 
lems, an d said Carey sho u ld 
hav e do n e it earlier. 
Carey has drafted a co mp lex 
p ro p o sal in v o lv in g n ew state 
an d city tax es an d help fro m 
ban ks an d the federal go v ern ­ 
men t to keep New Yo rk City 
fro m defau lt an d stabilize the 
state’s o wn shaky fin an ces. 
Bu ms said that New Yo rk 
City ’s fin an cial p ro blems hav e 


“cast a dark clo u d o v er the en ­ 
tire market fo r mu n icip al secu ­ 
rities,” which he said u n do u bt­ 
edly has resu lted in a slo wdo wn 
in sp en din g p lan s by lo cal go v ­ 
ern men ts thro u gho u t the co u n ­ 
try . 
Other fin an cial markets are 
ho ldin g u p well. Bu ms said, 
addin g that he will n o t chan ge 
his p o sitio n o n New Yo rk aid 
“u n less o r u n til I see markets 
deterio ratin g n o ticeably .” 
Bu ms said n o bo dy can p re­ 
dict with an y certain ty ju st 
what will hap p en if an d when 
New Yo rk City defau lts o n its 
debts.

The rep o rt was su bmitted by 
the en gin eerin g firm o f Raths, 
Raths an d Jo hn so n , In c., based 
u p o n a v isit to the camp u s, an d 
a rev iew to p rev io u s stu dies 


an d sp ecificatio n s. Charles 
Raths o f the firm said his rep o rt 
was p relimin ary an d a co m­ 
p lete stmctu ral an aly sis sho u ld 
be made befo re an effectiv e re­ 
p air jo b co u ld be u n dertaken . 
“We fo u n d so me p o o r co n ­ 
stru ctio n p ractices to be ev i­ 
den t,” Raths to ld the bo ard. He 
cited crackin g o f co n crete 
beams an d co lu mn s, an d leaky 
cu rtain walls, as co n ditio n s al­ 


lo win g “ ex ten siv e mo istu re 
p en etratio n in to the bu ildin g 
with resu ltin g in terio r dam­ 
age.” The rep o rt estimated that 
$35 2,5 00 n eeded to be sp en t to 
rep air “to p p rio rity ” items. 
An o ther $200,000 wo u ld be n eed­ 
ed to make o ther imp ro v e­ 
men ts. 
Raths also emp hasized that 
so me rep air wo rk might de­ 
tract fro m the bu ildin g’s 
aesthetic v alu e. 
“If these rep airs are n o t 
made, the bu ildin g will p ro b­ 
ably stan d fo r man y y ears,” 
Raths added. “Ho wev er, if y o u 
do n o thin g the deterio ratio n 
rate will in crease.” 
The tru stees learn ed that a 


tho ro u gh in v estigatio n o f the 
distress items by the en gin eer­ 
in g firm wo u ld co st $15 ,000. 
After the meetin g an ex ecu ­ 
tiv e sessio n was held co n cern ­ 
in g p resen t litigatio n in v o lv in g 
the rep air situ atio n . In that le­ 
gal actio n the Do n o v an Co n ­ 
stru ctio n Co mp an y 
(gen eral 
co n tracto r; is bein g charged 
fo r certain deficien cies req u ir­ 
in g remedial wo rk. 
The ro le o f the stu den t tru stee 
in bo ard meetin gs was clarified 
by Ro bert Casten dy ck, legal 
adv iso r. Casten dy ck p resen ted 
an o p in io n o f State Atty . 
Gen eral William Sco tt to allo w 
a stu den t member to make an d 
seco n d mo tio n s. Casten dy ck 


su ggested that an o ther mem­ 
ber co -mo v e an d seco n d mo ­ 
tio n s o f the stu den t tru stee to 
in su re legality o f an y bo ard ac­ 
tio n . 
Stu den t tru stee Ty Simmo n s 
p resen ted a stu den t p ro p o sal 
befo re the bo ard regardin g a 
p ro p o sed stu den t ev alu atio n o f 
teachers. The SVC admin istra­ 
tio n an d facu lty hav e been u n ­ 
able to co me to an agreemen t 
as to ho w su ch a su rv ey sho u ld 
be co mp iled an d u sed. “It 
sho u ld be the stu den ts who de­ 
cide ho w the ev alu atio n sho u ld 
be u sed,” Simmo n s ex p lain ed.

No su rv iv o rs o r bo dies were 
fo u n d in the 5 1-degree waters 
after the Fitzgerald abru p tly 
dro p p ed 
o ff radar 
screen s 
aro u n d 7:30 p .m. Mo n day n ight 
in 
7 5 -mile-p er-ho u r 
win ds. 
Wav es o n the lake at the time 
were rep o rted as high as 25 
feet. 
An o il slick, two lifebo ats, a 
life raft an d o ther debris were 
fo u n d in the area, with so me 
washin g u p o n the Can adian 
sho re. 
“It has su n k. The ship dis- 


ap p eared o ff the radar sco p es 
in the area an d we’v e searched 
18 ho u rs fo r the v essel. We 
classify it as su n k,” declared 
Bry an No rris, a sp o kesman at 
Co ast Gu ard headq u arters in 
Washin gto n . 
Oglebay No rto n Co ., o f Clev e­ 
lan d, Ohio , which charters the 
17-y ear-o ld freighter, iden tified 
the Fitzgerald’s cap tain as E. 
R. McSo rley o f To ledo , Ohio , 
an d the chief en gin eer as 
(Jeo rge Ho ll o f Cabo t, Pa. 
Twen ty -sev en o thers, in clu din g 
a cadet sailo r, were abo ard, the 
firm said. 
The 729-fo o t v essel is o wn ed 
by the No rthwestern Mu tu al 
Life In su ran ce Co . o f Mil­ 
wau kee. It was lo aded with 
abo u t 26,126 to n s o f taco n ite 
p ellets o n Su n day at Su p erio r, 
Wis., an d was bo u n d fo r De­ 


tro it, o fficials said. The p ellets 
are a by p ro du ct o f the iro n 
min in g in du stry . 
(?o ast Gu ard sp o kesmen said 
the ship may hav e bro ken an d 
su n k in 5(X) feet o f water befo re 
a distress call co u ld be made. 
A n earby v essel, the Arthu r M. 
An derso n , rep o rted receiv in g a 
call Mo n day fro m the Fitz­ 
gerald. The call in dicated the 
ship was n o t in dan ger, was 
takin g o n so me water, bu t its 
p u mp s were wo rkin g. 
the Co ast Gu ard said its 
search craft sp o tted life jack­ 
ets, o ars, rin g bu o y s an d o ther 
debris washed u p o n Co p p er 
Min e Po in t o n the Can adian 
sho re, abo u t n in e miles east o f 
where the Fitzgerald was last 
seen . Two helico p ters an d a 
C130 tran sp o rt were fly in g o v er 
the 
area.

Amo n g the $92,5 5 2.96 in bills ap p ro v ed 
fo r p ay men t by the Dix o n City Co u n cil at 
its No v . 3 meetin g was a $55 o u tlay to the 
Dix o n Elks Lo dge fo r “drin ks fo r the 
ho u se” o rdered by May o r William L. 
Nay lo r. 
By Nay lo r’s o wn admissio n , he did 
p u rchase $55 in drin ks at an Oct. 11 din ­ 
n er at the lo dge ho n o rin g city o fficials. 
Nay lo r said there was “n o real rea­ 
so n ” fo r the ro u n d o f drin ks fo r the ho u se 
o ther than “to sho w o u r ap p reciatio n ” to 
the p eo p le who were ho n o rin g city o ffi­ 
cials. 
Asked if the rest o f the city co u n cil 
members kn ew they were v o tin g o n a $55 
o u tlay fo r drin ks, Nay lo r rep lied “I thin k 
they kn ew.” 
A check with the o ther city co u n cil 
members, ho wev er, rev eals that three o f 
them did n o t kn o w. On ly Fin an ce Co m­ 
missio n er Walter P. Lo hse actu ally kn ew 
o f the bill. 
“I fo u n d o u t abo u t it ju st befo re the 
meetin g Mo n day n ight,” Lo hse ex ­ 
p lain ed. “I wasn ’t ev en su re it was o n the 
list o f acco u n ts p ay able fo r that n ight. I 
was bu sy p u ttin g the fin ishin g to u ches o n 
my fin an cial rep o rt to the co u n cil, so I 
didn ’t get a chan ce to co n su lt with the 
may o r abo u t the bill.” 
Lo hse co mmen ted he was waitin g o n 
tables at the din n er an d was aware the 
may o r was p assin g o u t “chits” go o d fo r 
drin ks, bu t say s he wasn ’t aware at the 
time the mo n ey fo r the drin ks was go in g 
to co me fro m city fu n ds. 
“I’m co n cern ed abo u t what he did,” 
Lo hse added. “It makes me n erv o u s. I 
do n ’t like it an d I thin k he’s makin g a 
mistake in do in g it.” 
Arthu r M. To fte also serv ed as a wait­ 
er at the Elks fu n ctio n , bu t when asked if 
he kn ew he ap p ro v ed a bill fo r $55 in 
drir^cs at the last co u n cil meetin g he ex - 
claified, “Yo u go tta be kiddin g!” 
To fte wen t o n , “I kn ew he was bu y in g 


so me drin ks at the din n er, bu t I tho u ght 
he was p ay in g fo r them himself. I cer­ 
tain ly wan t to ask him abo u t it. I do n ’t 
thin k we can ap p ro v e it.” 
Jim G. Bu rke said he wasn ’t aware o f 
the $55 bo o ze bill an d added “I am n o t in 
fav o r o f it.” 
Tho mas A. Den smo re rep o rted he did 
n o t kn o w the bills co n tain ed a $55 req u isi­ 
tio n fo r drin ks. Asked if he ap p ro v ed o f it, 
he asserted, “No way . Peo p le do n ’t p ay 
tax es to bu y drin ks.” 
Bo th To fte an d Bu rke, v eteran s o f 
p ast co u n cils, said, to their kn o wledge, 
n o o n e in p ast city admin istratio n s had 
ev er p u rchased drin ks with city mo n ey . 
“Warren Walder (fo rmer may o r) fre­ 
q u en tly bo u ght drin ks at differen t fu n c­ 
tio n s,” To fte said, “bu t he alway s p aid 
fo r them himself.” 
Bu rke asserted, “It’s n ev er been 
do n e, sin ce I hav e been a co u n cil mem­ 
ber.” 
Lo hse say s the o n ly similar in stan ces, 
in his memo ry , may hav e co me when the 
city had din n ers fo r Plan Co mmissio n 
members. There may hav e been so me 
drin ks in the co u rse o f the din n ers where 
the city fo o ted the bill, he ex p lain ed. 
The city ’s sy stem o f han dlin g its ac­ 
co u n ts p ay able makes it p o ssible fo r a 
q u estio n able bill su bmitted by o n e co m­ 
missio n er to be o v erlo o ked by the o thers. 
The may o r admin isters the dep art­ 
men t o f p u blic affairs. The $55 fo r drin ks 
came fro m acco u n t No . 382, where $1,5 00 
was bu dgeted fo r p u blic relatio n s. 
City Co mp tro ller-Treasu rer Darlen e 
Herzo g ex p lain s, “The may o r an d each 
o f the co mmissio n ers hav e their o wn 
bu dgets an d they ap p ro v e the sp en din g 
fro m tho se bu dgets.” 
Lo hse, as fin an ce co mmissio n er, ad­ 
min isters the dep artmen t o f acco u n ts 
an d fin an ce. He said he co u ld easily o v er­ 
lo o k a bill ^'hmitted by an o ther co u n cil 
member l^cau se “there are sev eral 
ty p ed p ages o f bills” at each co u n cil 


meetin g. Lo hse co n tin u ed, “I can ’t lo o k 
o v er each bill that is su bmitted.” 
He do es hav e to ap p ro v e ev ery bill 
su bmitted by his o wn dep artmen t. 
He q u estio n s o n e when his atten tio n is 
called to it by Herzo g, he adds. Re did n o t 
say that was ho w he fo u n d o u t abo u t the 
may o r’s $55 drin k bill. 


Bu rke states, “It’s o u r jo b to lo o k o v er 
the bills su bmitted by the dep artmen t 
heads. When a dep artmen t head su bmits 
a req u isitio n , I go o v er ev ery in v o ice. If 
there is an y thin g I thin k is n o t right, it 
go es right back to the dep artmen t head. 
That’s the sy stem. He req u isitio n s, I ap ­ 
p ro v e, an d then it is su bmitted fo r p ay ­ 
men t.” 
“I hav e held u p bills in the p ast be­ 
cau se I had q u estio n s o n them,” he co n ­ 
tin u ed. “There was o n e fro m an en gi­ 
n eerin g firm fo r wo rk at the sewage- 
treatmen t p lan t. They su bmitted an 
o v erall bill. I retu rn ed it to Claren ce Hill 
(sewage p lan t su p erv iso r) an d said I 
wan ted an itemized bill. When we go t 
that, I met with rep resen tativ es o f the 
firm. Co mmissio n er Lo hse, an d Herzo g. 
As it wo u n d u p , they cho p p ed mo re than 
$700 fro m the bill.”

Ev ery thing from chicken manu re 
to wind mills is being tou ted as 
America’s great energy hope. Most 
of the talk is ju st that. All the ex otic 
energy sou rces pu t together won’t 
prov id e more than a fraction of U.S. 
energy need s in the nex t sev eral 
d ecad es. 
Solar power is the most talked 
abou t ex otic sou rce. It is being u sed 
tod ay to heat a few bu ild ings and 
swimming pools. Its ad v ocates con­ 
ju re u p v isions of heating the whole 
cou ntry with it. They ignore its limi­ 
tations, which are great. 
The su n’s power is v ery d ilu ted 
when it reaches u s. It takes abou t 10 
squ are feet to gather enou gh energy 
for a single kilowatt of power. 
While a bu ild ing’s roof may be 
large enou gh to hold solar “collec­ 
tors” for a nearby swimming pool, 
the size requ irements for the collec­ 
tors are staggering when y ou begin 
talking abou t power plants. 
A nu clear power plant with a ca­ 
pacity of 1,000 megawatts need s a 25 - 
acre site. A solar power plant with 
the same capacity wou ld need 5 0 
squ are miles of collectors, and to 
equ al the nation’s projected nu clear 
capacity by the mid -198 0s (200,000 
megawatts), y ou ’d need an area 
larger than the state of New York to 
hold all the collectors! 
Like other ex otic energy sou rces, 
solar power has some u sefu l limited 
applications, mostly in warm weath­ 


er areas. In fact, any d iscu ssion of 
its merits and risks shou ld inclu d e a 
calcu lation of the nu mber of people 
in heav y winter areas who wou ld fall 
off their roofs try ing to scrape snow 
from their solar collectors. 
Some power companies are con­ 
sid ering limited efforts to ex tract 
methane gas from manu re, bu t it 
wou ld be hard to find a scientist who 
wou ld bet that this “sou rce” ev er 
will amou nt to more than a small 
percentage of ou r need s. 
Wind mills are in the same cate­ 
gory . They can be u sefu l where 
strong wind s prev ail, bu t their cost 
per kilowatt is high and it’s hard to 
imagine Americans cov ering their 
land scapes with them. 
Harnessing the tid es, 
thou gh 
feasible, wou ld prov id e for only a 
small amou nt of the nation’s energy 
need s, ev en if a massiv e, ex pensiv e 
d ev elopment program were u nd er­ 
taken. 
Tapping the heat of the earth’s 
core is many y ears away , althou gh 
u se of steam near the su rface is to­ 
d ay prov id ing a small percentage of 
ou r energy . 
While talks go on abou t “alterna­ 
tiv e sou rces” to fossil fu els, the 
United States has the largest prov ed 
reserv e (not total reserv e) of oil it’s 
ev er had — enou gh for 11 y ears’ su p­ 
ply . On the continental shelf alone, 
there are an estimated 98 billion 
barrels of oil, plu s natu ral gas. The 
bu lk of it has been tied u p, not by 
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lack of technology bu t by bu reau ­ 
cratic red tape and the political m a­ 
neu v ering of so-called env ironmen­ 
talists. 


Dr. P. Beckman, a qu iet bu t 
plain-speaking Univ ersity of Colo­ 
rad o professor who specializes in the 
stu d y of energy , say s this abou t 
solv ing ou r short-range need s: 


“ Use all the oil y ou can get till 
other sou rces come in.” He’s refer­ 
ring, of cou rse, to d omestic oil. 
Those “other sou rces” are coal and 
nu clear power. 


Bu t why not u se conserv ation to 
combat energy scarcity ? 


Becau se politically inspired 
scarcity , which we’v e been wres­ 
tling with for two y ears, cannot be 
solv ed by legislated conserv ation, 
su ch as rationing and price controls. 
They only rearrange the problem 


The forces of a free marketplace 
are the best means of achiev ing con 
serv ation, Dr. Beckman observ es 


“There is no ru le that say s y oi 
can’t throw d iamond s ou t the win 
d ow, bu t people ju st d on’t d o it,” he 
say s. “If gasoline costs more, people 
will conserv e it and economize in 
other areas.” 


Coal, of which we hav e a hu ge re­ 
serv e, may offer the best alternativ e 
to gasoline for powering ou r au to­ 
mobiles not too many y ears from 
now, if political road blocks can be 
cleared away . 


Pilot projects hav e shown that by 
d rilling d own into a coal field , ex ­ 
plod ing the coal and red u cing it to 
ru bble, injecting water and ox y gen, 
y ou prod u ce methane gas. Piped 
ou t, it can be refined into methanol, 
which can power an internal-com- 
bu stion engine. Its energy v alu e is 
less than gasoline, so cars wou ld 
need larger tanks, bu t this is ou t­ 
weighed by its potential abu nd ance 
and the fact that it is nearly pollu ­ 
tion-free. We cou ld d o away with 
costly gad gets su ch as cataly tic con­ 
v erters, which replace one ty pe of 
pollu tion with another. 


The m ethanol-from -coal pro­ 
gram su ffers primarily from inv est­ 
ment anemia at present. 
And , shou ld seriou s talks begin 
on d ev eloping su ch a fu el to replace 
gasoline, it probably wou ld trigger a 
major campaign by the env iron­ 
mental ex tremists, who seem intent 
on red u cing the mobility and free­ 
d om of choice of the workingman in 
osj^er to recaptu re for themselv es a 
bu colic past that nev er was.

Presid ent 
Gerald Ford on Su nd ay d escribed 
d etente as an u nd erstand ing be­ 
tween the world ’s two most powerfu l 
military and economic cou ntries to 
d iscu ss, in a relax ed atmosphere, 
areas of misu nd erstand ing rather 
than hav ing those nations’ interests 
issu es cau sing increased tension 
which may threaten the d iplomatic 
relations established between them. 
Ford gav e the d efinition in re­ 
sponse to a qu estion on NBC’s Meet 
the Press program. Before answer­ 
ing, the Presid ent said he was not 
su re d etente was the right word . 
Admittedly President Fo rd g a v e 
a n a bbrev ia ted wo rking ex pla na tio n 
o f wha t detente is a s v iewed by the 
United Sta tes, a nd if a sked to ex ­ 
po und o n the idea he co uld ex pa nd 
the co ncept o f the pro g ra m. 
Writing in the NATO Rev iew in 
Octo ber, Peter Wiles, pro fesso r o f 
Russia n So cia l a nd Eco no mic Stu­ 
dies, Lo ndo n Univ ersity , discussed 
“ The So v iet Appro a ch to Detente.” 
First Wiles no tes, to the Rus­ 
sia ns, detente is bo th a “ fo rm o f co ld 
wa r,” a nd a new wo rd fo r “ pea ceful 
co ex istence.” 
He sees o ne o f the So v iets’ rea ­ 
so ns to enter into detente with the 
U.S. to co me fro m “ the fea r o f West­ 
ern Germa ny .” Dr. Wiles sa y s this is 


an "irrational” concern on the part 
of the Ru ssians and probably comes 
from the concessions mad e to win a 
treaty with Germany . 
The Lond on based professor as­ 
serts a more real fear motiv ation for 
the Ru ssians to be willing to enter 
into d etente with the United States is 
to make impossible any su ch agree­ 
ment between the United States and 
mainland China, ev en thou gh China 
and the U.S. are improbable alliess 
As long as there are three su per­ 
powers in the world , two of which 
are potential enemies of Ru ssia, the 
Sov iets feel safer making d etente 
agreements with one of them which 
has the effect of neu tralization of 
that nation. 
Economically , the Sov iets v iew 
d etente as an opportu nity to obtain 
mu ch-need ed ind u strial technology 
becau se, with trad e lines opened 
with capitalist nations, they will sell 
ad v anced technology to any profit­ 
able cu stomer. 
Dr. Wiles also consid ers the Ru s­ 
sians conclu d e once a capitalist 
cou ntry has fou nd a profitable trad ­ 
ing partner it will refrain from set­ 
ting u p any other political or eco­ 
nom ical com petitor against the 
trad ing partner. 
As Dr. Wiles sees d etente, fro m 
the Sov iet v iewpoint, it makes Ru s­ 


sia sa fer in a div ided wo rld, it pro ­ 
v ides her with a cha nce to ca tch up 
in techno lo g y with the Western 
Wo rld, a nd it pla ces no da mper o n 
the So v iets’ rev o lutio na ry a ctiv ities 
in new co untries. 
The Lo ndo ner reca lls mo dern 
da y So v iets still stro ng ly believ e 
Lenin’s do ctrine tha t ca p ita lists 
will be v ictims o f their o wn ex plo ita ­ 
tio n a nd thus in the lo ng term will 
no t be a threa t to Co mmunist co un­ 
tries. 
Thus, Russia buy s time in enter­ 
ing into detente with the U.S. It co sts 
little co ncessio n fro m her. It pro ­ 
tects fro m a milita ry o r eco no mic 
co mba tiv e thrust fro m the United 
Sta tes. It o pens o ppo rtunities fo r 
Russia to pro cure a dv a nced indus­ 
tria l techno lo g y fro m the wo rld’s 
mo st a dv a nced na tio n, a nd it ho lds 
a t ba y a ny simila r threa t fro m Red 
China . 
’ The men in the Kremlin believ e 
o ne da y Russia a nd China will fa ce 
ea ch o ther fo r wo rld suprema cy a nd 
a re persua ded the benefits a ccru- 
a ble fro m detente with the U.S. will 
put the So v iet co untry a hea d o f Chi­ 
na a nd a s lo ng a s the U.S. is a v ia ble 
wo rld co ntender the a g reement will 
put o ff the co nfro nta tio n with the 
men o f Peking .

It is v ery interesting to note 
that, within the past few weeks, 
all of ou r prospectiv e cand id ates 
hav e su d d enly become “conserv ­ 
ativ e.”

The 
Phy llis Schlafly Report of Sep­ 
tember 1974 rev eals that Herbert 
Brownell, a New York attorney , 
employ ed by Nelson Rockefeller 
while he (Rockefeller) was pu sh­ 
ing for the 25 th Amend ment, tes­ 


tified before congressional and 
state legislativ e committees in 
ord er to facilitate speed y and 
qu iet ratification. 
So, as a resu lt of these behind - 
the-scenes actions of the Rocke­ 
feller cliqu e of the semi-secret 
Cou ncil on Foreign Relations 
(CFR) the following ev ents took 
place: 
Au g. 8 , 1974: Presid ent Nix on 
resigned . 
Au g. 20, 1974: Presid ent Ford 
nominates Nelson Rockefeller as 
v ice presid ent. 
Dec. 10, 1974: The Senate v ot­ 
ed , 90 to 7, confirming Rockefel­ 
ler’s nomination. 
Dec. 19, 1974: The Hou se v ot­ 
ed , 18 7 to 128, confirming Rocke­ 
feller’s nomination. 
Dec. 
19, 
1974: 
Rockefeller 
sworn in as the 41st v ice presi­ 
d ent. 
Congressman John M. Ash- 
brook d eclared , “Nelson Rocke­ 
feller now gets ind irectly what he 
nev er has been able to achiev e d i­ 
rectly .” 
One of the interesting aspects 
of the whole thing, and which nev ­ 
er was giv en to the controlled 
press, was that the original plan 
was for Nix on to name “Rocky ” 
as V.P. after the forced resigna­ 
tion of Spiro Agnew. Howev er, a 
wrench was thrown into the works 
when Rockefeller and his associ­ 
ates learned that Nix on was soon 
to be in d eep trou ble, so he d ecid ­ 
ed to force Nix on ou t and hav e 
Presid ent Ford name him to the 
V.P. post, as reported by Frank 
A. Capell in his Confid ential Intel­ 
ligence Report of October 1974. 
Pau l Scott pointed ou t on Au g. 
26, 1974, that the W atergate scan­ 
d als serv ed as a cov er for the 
forced transfer of power from 
Nix on to Rockefeller v ia the 25 th 
A m end m ent, an am end m ent 
which Rockefeller was iresponsi- 


ble fo r pushing thro ug h to its fina l 
co nclusio n a nd pro v iding the v e­ 
hicle fo r him to the v ice presi­ 
dency ! 
Such fina g ling mo v es o ne to 
suspect tha t these members o f CF 
a nd Bilderberg ers ha d ma ster­ 
minded the who le thing a nd seen 
it thro ug h to its co nclusio n, a l­ 
wa y s under the wa tchful ey e o f 
Nelso n Ro ckefeller.

“ Tony,” I said, “ would you 
prefer to go to bed without that 
bulky diaper? 
“ You are now a big boy and 
keep dry all day. So I believe

DIXON 
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Wig can be woven into hair

It’s wond erfu l to see y ou rself 
withou t a bald spot when y ou 
wake in the morning and look in 
the mirror, say s Ed ith Imre, 


well-known wig maker. 
She was talking abou t the 
little hairpiece she wears, one 
that cov ers a spot of thinning 
hair and is wov en right into her 
own hair. 
“We’v e had hairpieces for a

long time, of cou rse, bu t at 
night they had to be remov ed . 
In the morning the image 
wasn't so pretty . Hair weav ing 
solv es that blight on the mirror. 
The hairpiece is wov en right 
into the hair and is permanent 
u ntil it grows ou t and mu st be 
retightened .” 
It is a d ifferent techniq u e 
from the hair weav ing that is 
d one onto one's scalp. In this 
newer method nothing goes 
throu gh the scalp and it is a 
shorter process. 
There is a base which is pu t 
ov er the spot and acts like a 
brid ge. Then it is wov en into the 
tru e hair “sewn like the finest 
bu ttonhole,” ex plains Mrs. 
Imre, illu strating by showing a 
snap opening which permits the 
hair to be washed . 
Althou gh Mrs. Imre looked 
into this method of hair weav ­ 
ing 25 or so y ears ago, the wig 
bu siness was mov ing so swiftly 
she pu t the id ea asid e as being 
too time consu ming to work ou t. 
Abou t a y ear and a half ago she 
opened a small men’s d epart­ 
ment in her salon to begin the 
weav ing in a seriou s way . 
“Ninety per cent of men’s 
wigs are bad ly d one, the main 
reason we started the wig d e­ 
partment and weav ing. Ev en 
on telev ision y ou will see per­ 
formers whose hairpieces can 
be spotted instantly . With hair 


weav ing y ou d on't hav e that 
telltale line.” 
More women seem to be hav ­ 
ing bald spots, 
particu larly 
y ou ng people, ev en some in 
their 20s, she say s. 
Actu ally she learned the 
weav ing techniq u e long ago by 
observ ing black haird ressers in 
Harlem who were “u sing the 
kind of eq u ipment shoemakers 
u se to d o the job.” 
She consid ered that a little 
time consu ming and finally hit 
on a method u sing other tools 
and su rgical glu e and has had 
“a v ery positiv e reaction.” 
There is a tremend ou s necessi­ 
ty for the u nd etectable cov eru p. 
she insists. A woman can wear 
a wig and let the whole world 
know 
it 
bu t somehow 
she 
d oesn’t like to see those bald 
spots. 
For 32 y ears Mrs. Imre has 
been a lead ing maker of wigs, a 
trend setter. She has d esigned 
them for big stores and little 
shops, 
and 
they ’v e 
been 
av ailable in her own salon. 
Nowad ay s the wig bu siness is 
off in some areas, bu t she is still 
making wigs, particu larly u pon 
referrals from hospitals and 
d octors. As the resu lt of some 
treatm ents 
— cobalt, 
for 
ex ample — some patients lose 
their hair, she ex plains, and 
there is a big need for hair­ 
pieces and wigs.

I BM code respects individual dignity

NEW’ YORK (AP) — One of 
the “ basic beliefs” of the Inter­ 
national 
Business 
Machines 
Corp. is “ respect for the dig­ 
nity and the rights of each per­ 
son in the organization.” 
Is 
this 
basic belief con­ 
tradicted by doing business in 
South Africa, where an apar­ 
theid policy segregates blacks 
from whites and discriminates 
against them politically and 
economically? 
Some 
critics, 
including 
church groups, tend to think it 
is. They contend that IBM 
should challenge South African 
government policy or withdraw 
from the country. 
Frank T. Cary, IBM chair­ 
man, disagrees. “ We’re not po­ 
litical,” he said in an interview. 
“ We’re politically neutral.” 
IBM has carefully defined its 
position on this and other chal­ 
lenges presented to multination­ 
al companies—challenges that 
often are made more complex 
by the belief of some that no 
task is too formidable for a 
powerful business to undertake. 
A distinction must be made 
between the activities and re- 
sponsibilies of a corporation 
and those of a government, 
said Cary. “ We are a business 
organization. Our job is to 
make goods and services and 
be a good member of the com­ 
munity.” 
Certain 
critics, 
he 
said, 
“ think we should try to change 
the political situation in South 
Africa, but I don’t think busi­ 
ness can or should take on that 
responsibility.” 
The South African condition, 
he repeats, is a political rather 


than a business ethics problem. 
‘‘The fact that I do business 
there doesn’t mean I approve 
of South Africa,” he said, “ or 
the Russian or Beirut or Irish 
or any other political situation. 
American firms do business in 
a country for nonpolitical rea­ 
sons. 
“ I don’t have to have politi­ 
cal conditions of which I ap­ 
prove. On the other hand, if 
conditions exist that prevent in­ 
dividual dignity and responsi­ 
bility and the pursuit of ex­ 
cellence and providing the best 
customer 
service 
or 
other 
things we firmly believe in, 
then I think that would be an 
ethical problem for the IBM 
company.” 
He continued: “ I think you 
have to draw a line. I don’t 
want to imply that IBM isn’t 
capable of making its own eth­ 
ical considerations. 
“ We would not — I would not 
— operate in a society that 
forced us to practice racial in­ 
equality. If we are unable to 
treate employes with dignity 
and responsibility or had to 
practice social discrimination, 
that would be grounds for with­ 
drawing.” 


Such conditions, Cary said, 
“ would conflict with our basic 
beliefs.” But on what he terms 
the political situation, the com­ 
pany is neutral. “ We are not 
running the government,” he 
said. 
IBM employs 1,000 workers in 
South Africa, all South Afri­ 
cans, 125 of them black. No 
blacks have what Cary calls 
“ prestige” jobs. There are no 
black officers or black sales­ 
men. 
This situation is not the result 
of IBM policy, Cary makes 
clear, but a consequence of the 
larger political and social envi­ 


ronment. “ Very few blacks in 
that environment get a high 
school education,” he noted. 
But, 
he 
said, 
IBM 
has 
brought blacks into many jobs 
they did not have a number of 
years ago. They serve as cus­ 
tomer engineers, secretaries, 


switchboard operators. “ There 
is change,” he said, “ but not 
fast enough.” 
Within the area of activities 
that are strictly IBM ’s there is 
equality, he said. “ We give 
black and white the same pay 
for the same work .”

Gran d ju ry rep o rt critical o f p o lice 


CHICAGO (AP) — A special 
Cook Cou nty grand ju ry con­ 
clu d ed its 7 l/2-month probe of 
the Chicago police Department 
with a blistering report on its 
intelligence activ ities and ef­ 
forts to fru strate the ju ry ’s in­ 
v estigation. 
The ju ry ’s 44-page report lists 
nu merou s accou nts of illegal 
acts, inclu d ing one by an offi­ 
cer who ad mitted u rging mem­ 
bers of a grou p he infiltrated to 
shoot police officers. 
The report also labels the 
massiv e and sometimes illegal 
spy ing a largely wasted effort. 
“After fiv e y ears, the ... De­ 
partment had nothing to show 
for their intensiv e efforts, ex ­ 
cept a su bstantial waste of 
money and time, and a seriou s 


intru sion into the Constitu tional 
rights of the people of Cook 
Cou nty . 
The 
ov erwhelming 
weight of the ev id ence present­ 
ed to this grand ju ry clearly es­ 
tablished that the tru e motiv a­ 
tion for spy ing on commu nity 
grou ps was political,” the ju ry 
said in the report mad e pu blic 
Mond ay . 
The grand ju ry d id not retu rn 
any ind ictments. It said the 
names of 13 officers had been 
su bmitted 
to 
Police 
Su pt. 
James M. Rochford for d is­ 
ciplinary action becau se they 
acted “far bey ond their au thor­ 
ity ” in infiltrating v ariou s com­ 
mu nity grou ps. 
The ju ry also filed a con­ 
tempt petition against former 
Police Su pt. James B. Conlisk 


for hind ering the probe. 
The inv estigation began after 
pu blished reports that police ' 
had infiltrated at least six com­ 
mu nity grou ps and spied on 
pu blic figu res inclu d ing politi­ 
cal opponents of May or Rich­ 
ard J. Daley . 
The grand ju ry confirmed 
those reports 
noting, “All the 
targeted commu nity grou ps had 
sev eral characteristics in com­ 
mon. They represented people 
coming together to solv e prob­ 
lems, and at one time or anoth­ 
er were critical of the policies 
of the may or of Chicago.” 
The ju ry said it d id not re­ 
tu rn ind ictments becau se it 
wanted to d raw attention to the 
ov er-all abu se of civ il rights. It 
ad d ed that the statu te of limita­ 


tions had lapsed on some illegal 
acts. 
The ju ry said some 
in­ 
d ictments cou ld hav e been re­ 
tu rned , bu t the “cu lpability of 
high-ranking Chicago police of­ 
ficers wou ld be obscu red by the 
criminal trial of a few patrol­ 
men. These police officials 
were insu lated from prose­ 
cu tion by lev el u pon lev el of po­ 
lice officers (21 in all) who in­ 
v oked the Fifth Amend ment.” 
Rochford , howev er, d eclared 
that the grand ju ry report v in­ 
d icates his d epartment. The 
ju ry “failed to ind ict any bod y — 
that speaks for itself,” Roch­ 
ford said . Asked abou t officers 
who refu sed to testify , he said , 
“It’s their constitu tional right.” 
Father Albin Ciciora, presi­ 


d ent of Citizens Action Pro­ 
gram. one of the infiltrated 
commu nity grou ps, called the 
d ecision not to ind ict “an ou t­ 
rage.” And Stev en N. Klein, 
chairman of the Ind epend ent 
Voters of Illinois, said he was 
‘d eeply 
sad d ened 
and 
d is­ 
appointed .” 
The grand ju ry d etailed sev ­ 
eral instances of illegal activ i­ 
ty , inclu d ing one by an officer 
who infiltrated then became 
head of an u nid entified organ­ 
ization. The officer ‘specifically 
u rged members to shoot Chi­ 
cago police officers,” the report 
said . “He ev en d emonstrated 
the most strategic placement of 
snipers in d owntown Chicago 
which wou ld make 
... the 
highest nu mber of casu alties.”

Hospital cutbacks

My wife and I recently receiv ed notice from the 
Department of Pu blic Aid that we will hav e to pay $85 a 
month in ord er to receiv e med ical assistance. Bu t ou r 
total income is only $315, and we hav e many other ex ­ 
penses. What can we d o? — B.B. 
Dear Mr. B: 
There are many people in Illinois whose incomes are 
too large to qu alify them for any caSh pu blic assistance 
bu t not large enou gh to cov er all the costs of med ical care 
for their families. They are entitled to receiv e med ical as­ 
sistance from the Department of Pu blic Aid . This is not 
d irect cash aid , bu t Pu blic Aid will pick u p a significant 
amou nt of cov ered med ical and hospital costs. 
Howev er, in ord er to receiv e med ical assistance, a 
certain amou nt mu st be paid into a collection accou nt 
each month by the recipient. Notices like the one y ou re­ 
ceiv ed state that “It has been d etermined that y ou hav e 
income av ailable to apply toward the cost of y ou r med ical 
need s” and go on to say “You are to pay . . . ” so mu ch per 
month. Bu t many people like y ou and y ou r wife simply d o 
not hav e enou gh income to be able to pay the total amou nt 
listed 
What those notices d on’t say is that it is not necessary 
for y ou to pay the total amou nt listed in ord er to continu e 
being eligible for med ical assistance benefits. The Pu blic 
Aid policy manu al, u sed by case workers, say s v ery 
clearly that if a recipient d oes not make any pay ments to 
the collection accou nt for 60 d ay s, a form letter is sent to 
remind him or her of the obligation. Howev er — and this is 
important — the manu al say s that “No action is necessary 
as long as the client at least makes partial pay ments.” 
In other word s, y ou can pay less than the amou nt listed 
and not lose med ical assistance benefits. Many , many 
people hav e called the Senior Action Center after receiv ­ 
ing these notices, fearfu l that in ord er to receiv e med ical 
assistance, they wou ld hav e to d rastically d eplete their 
small, fix ed incomes. You and they shou ld know that par­ 
tial pay ments, in an amou nt y ou feel y ou can afford — 
ev en if it is only a token amou nt — shou ld be su fficient. If 
y ou hav e specific qu estions, call u s on the senior

Who d ecid es which senior citizens projects will be 
fu nd ed in a particu lar commu nity ? I happen to feel that a 
legal aid serv ice for seniors is need ed here. — I. P. 
Dear Mrs. P: 
. 
All lev els of gov ernment, as well as the pu blic, figu re 
in these d ecisions. Many programs, inclu d ing mu lti­ 
pu rpose senior centers, transportation serv ices, and home 
maker programs, are su pported by fu nd s from Title III of 
the U.S. Old er Americans Act. These programs are 
fu nd ed throu gh the 13 Area Agencies on Aging in Illinois. 
Each Area Agency has a citizen’s ad v isory board repre­ 
senting all of the cou nties it cov ers. These ad v isory board s 
are meeting now or will be meeting soon to set priorities 
and id entify need s for the coming y ear. The Area Agency 
itself will act u pon the recommend ations of the citizens 
board and will come u p with a plan for allocating money to 
projects for seniors. This plan in tu rn mu st be su bmitted 
to the state Cou ncil on Aging (another citizens grou p) and 
to the state Department on Aging for approv al. The 
fed eral gov ernment establishes gu id elines and d eter­ 
mines how mu ch money Illinois will receiv e. 
The nu trition or hot meals programs for seniors are 
fu nd ed d irectly by the state Department on Aging. Still 
other senior projects are su pported by fed eral rev enu e 
sharing money that comes to mu nicipal gov ernments 
throu ghou t the state. 
There are nu merou s opportu nities to make y ou r v iews 
known. Each of the area agencies is requ ired to cond u ct a 
nu mber of pu blic hearings on its plan. A better place to 
start wou ld be with the citizens ad v isory board which 
makes su ggestions to the area agency on the ord er of 
priorities. The Senior Action Center can help y ou find ou t 
who is on that board in y ou r locality .

The ju rors’ find ing, released 
Mond ay , was part of a report 
highly critical of Chicago police 
spy ing. 
It said u nd ercov er police 
agents infiltrated the Weath­ 
erman faction of the Stu d ents 
for a Democratic Society in the 
fall of 1969 and learned of its 
plans to commit v iolence. Sev ­ 
eral agents told the ju ry that 
abou t a week prior to the riots 
they prov id ed su perv isors with 
the names of Weatherman lead ­ 
ers and with d ates and loca­ 
tions targeted for the v iolent 
acts. 
“The officers also witnessed 
acts in fu rtherance of this con­ 
spiracy ,” 
the 
report 
said . 
“Armed with this information 
the police cou ld hav e arrested 
the lead ership of the SDS and 
prev ented the riots, bu t they 
d id not. 
“The grand ju ry ,” the report 
continu ed , “asked Chicago po­ 
lice officials why they d id not 
prev ent the riots and the resu lt­ 
ing d estru ction of py sical prop­ 
erty and phy sical harm, ev en 
thou gh they possessed d etailed , 
corroborated ev id ence. 
“Their reply was that the 
acts of v iolence mu st actu ally 
occu r before any charges can 
be brou ght to the state’s attor­ 
ney ’s office.” 
The report said , “This, of 
cou rse, is absu rd and totally 
wrong. In Illinois, it is a crime 
to conspire to commit an of­ 
fense if a step in fu rtherance of 
the agreement is commited . In 
this case, weapons were gath­ 
ered , maps were d rawn, escape 
rou tes 
established , 
and 
so 
forth.” 
The ju ry asserted in its re­ 
port that, “the callou s d is­ 
regard for the health and prop­ 
erty of those harmed d u ring the 
Day s of Rage is characteristic 
of the entire police spy ing oper­ 
ation. 
“Peacefu l grou ps were spied 
u pon and d isru pted for appar­ 
ently political reasons, while a 
v iolent grou p was permitted to 


carry ou t its intend ed plan of 
v iolence.” 
One of those inju red in the 
Day s of Rage was Sheriff Rich­ 
ard J. Elrod , who was then a 
city attorney . Elrod , who still 
d oes not hav e the fu ll u se of his 
legs, d isagreed with the grand 
ju ry ’s conclu sion. 
He said the protestors wou ld 
hav e posted bond and gone on 
with their plans ev en if they 
were arrested .

Jim Flynn, IHSA assistant executive secretary, said Monday 
the investigation will center on charges that a runner from Bloom 
Township High School, which won the meet, cut the course. 
The runner, senior Larry Griffin, finished 104th in a field of 
235 with a time of 15:26, enabling Bloom Township to clinch the 
championship. Griffin’s time was more than a minute faster than 
he previously had run sim ilar three-mile courses. 
Bloom Township coach Don Slota denied the allegation and 
said he welcomed the investigation. “ He Griffin didn’t cut the 
course. His integrity is on the line,” the coach said, adding that the 
school’s reputation was tamishe(J by the charges. 
Flynn said a request for an investigation was made by Jam es 
Nelson, principal of York High School, which placed second in the 
Nov. 1 meet. 
The first indication of the alleged violation came when two 
spectators reported to the meet manager they saw a Bloom Town­ 
ship runner emerge from the bushes on a 1,000-yard loop of the 
course and reente^ . the race.

year for the Hawks, but there 
was good news Monday. 
The National Basketball As­ 
sociation’s Board of Governors 
voted to reduce by $150,000 a 
fine levied against the Hawks 
for signing Julius Erving. 
Atlanta signed the star for­ 
ward three years ago, ignoring 


the fact that he was drafted by 
the Milwaukee Bucks. Erving 
played two exhibition games 
with the club in 1972 but even­ 
tually wound up with the New 
York Nets of the American 
Basketball Association. 
Last June, the Board lowered 
the boom on the Hawks, ruling 
they had to pay the league 
$250,000 and the Bucks $150,000, 
Buckeyes still first, 
Nebraska is second

That Ohio State is still the 
No. 1 college football team in 
the nation isn’t exactly a shock­ 
er. It’s who’s chasing the Buck­ 
eyes that makes the news. 
It ’s not Oklahoma, that’s for 
sure. Fate, hard luck, time ... 
call it what you wish ... finally 
caught up with the defending 
national champion Sooners last 
Saturday and dropped them 
from the runner-up role. 
Now it’s the Nebraska Corn- 
huskers who own second place. 
And what was a tight battle for 
first place in The Associated 
Press poll has become a com­ 
fortable cushion for Ohio State. 
A week ago. Coach Woody 
Hayes’ troops held a slender 49- 
point edge over Oklahoma in 
the balloting. Now, owning 49 of 
the 58 first-place votes cast by 
the nationwide panel of sports 
writers and broadcasters and a 
holding total of 1,138 points, the 
margin over Nebraska is a 
more secure 84 points. 
OSU’s 40-3 rout of Illinois 
helped — but more help came 
from Kansas’ 23-3 upset of the 
Sooners. That dropped Okla­ 
homa down from second to 
sixth place in the poll. And it 
enabled the Jayhawks to sneak 
into 17th place in the poll, the 
first time all season they’ve 
been in the Top Twenty. 
Nebraska, 
which 
received 
eight first-place votes and 1,054 
points, moved from third to 
second by virtue of its 12-0 
whitewash of Kansas State. 
Texas A&M’s Aggies, who re­ 
ceived 
the other first-place 
vote, also moved up a notch to 
third with 875 points following a 
36-3 romp over Southern Meth­ 
odist. 
Michigan’s Wolverines, sixth 
a week ago, clawed their way 
into fourth by ripping Purdue 
28-0 and, for their efforts, re­ 
ceiving 721 votes. Alabama’s 
Crimson Tide had to struggle 
before downing Louisiana State 
23-10 and stayed fifth in the bal­ 
loting with 687 votes. 
Oklahoma was next with 621, 
followed by Texas, remaining 
in seventh with 605; Arizona 
State up two places to eighth 
with 393; Notre Dame up three 
spots to ninth with 252, and Col­ 
orado up four notches to round 
up the Top Ten with 223. 
Penn State fell out of the Top 
Ten, starting off the Second 


Ten with 214 points following its 
15-14 upset loss to North Caro­ 
lina State. Arizona’s Wildcats 
knocked off San Diego State’s 
previously unbeaten Aztecs and 
climbed from ninth to 13th with 
206 points. 
Southern California got a new 
head coach for next season in 
John Robinson. But the Tro­ 
jans, with John M cKay still at 
the helm, lost for the second 
straight week, falling to Stan­ 
ford and falling from ninth to 
13th with 186 points. 
Rounding out the Top 20 were 
Florida, down from 11th 14th 
with 111 points; California, up 
from 18th to 15th with 107; 
Miami of Ohio up from 17th to 
16th with 88; new-entry Kansas 
17th with 56; Missouri up one 
spot to 18th with 53; UCLA, re­ 
joining the Top Twenty in 19th 
with 50 points after a one-week 
absence from the poll, and 
Georgia, 
another 
first-timer 
this season with 47 points for 
20th. 
San Diego State, 13th a week 
ago, Maryland, 16th last week, 
and Pitt, 20th in the previous 
balloting, fell out of the Top 
Twenty.

Weltman has indicated that 
to remain here, the team must 
average 6,000 fans this season.
